13 (b) Police officers may serve summons for violations of
14 ordinances occurring within their municipalities. In
15 municipalities with a population of 1,000,000 or more, private

16 process servers and active duty or retired police officers may
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serve summons for violations of ordinances occurring within

their municipalities.

(c) In addition to the powers stated in Section 8.1la of the
Housing Authorities Act, in counties with a population of
3,000,000 or more inhabitants, members of a housing authority
police force may serve process for forcible entry and detainer
actions commenced by that housing authority and may execute
orders of possession for that housing authority.
